Divided House votes on articles for only 3rd time in American history

WASHINGTON — The 
U.S. House voted Wednes- 
day night to impeach Presi- 
dent Donald Trump on 
charges of abuse of power 
and obstruction of Congress 
for enlisting a foreign ally to 
investigate a political rival 
ahead of the 2020 election 
and later stonewalling Con- 
gress. 

Trump became the third 
president in U.S. history to 
be impeached, and the only 
one in modern times to be 
running for reelection fac- 
ing the political equivalent 


of an indictment. 

Democrats led the voting 
on the first article of im- 
peachment, abuse of power, 
and approved another, ob- 
struction of Congress, in 
what many framed as their 
duty to protect the Consti- 
tution to uphold the na- 
tion’s system of checks and 
balances. 

The House voted 
230-197-1 on abuse of power. 
Two Democrats voted 
against: Rep. Jeff Van Drew 
of New Jersey and Rep. 
Collin Peterson of Minne- 
sota. Those two lawmakers 
and freshman Rep.

Fort Lauderdale - Out 
of the blue, the student 
balled his fists and 
punched his teacher in the 
face, pummeling her until 
she was dazed and crying, 
a police report says. 

By the time a calm re- 
turned to Northeast High 
in Oakland Park, two 
teachers and an aide were 
inambulances. The special 
needs student wasn’t ar- 


rested because he “cannot 
tell the difference between 
right and wrong behav- 
iors,” a police sergeant 
wrote in his report. 

Three days later, the 
teen was back on campus. 

In school after school, 
students are erupting with 
violence.
